REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In accordance with the requirements of the law, the annual 
report of the school board for the year ending March 1, 1892, 
is herewith submitted. 

It willbe seen by referring to the statistical table that we 
have had ten schools, with a total of twenty-four weeks taught 
in each, while it is a very difficult matter to justly estimate 
the Leital advance made ii our schools from term to term, 
we believe they have been as_ successful, and have made, in 
the past year, as good progress as might reasonably be ex- 
pected from the amount of money. spent on them. Undoubt- 
edly a larger outlay would have brought a tar more satisfac- 
tory return. At the present time, we labor under the disad- 
vantage of being obliged to secure nearly all of our teachers 
from out of town. Where they are known personally to us we 
can, of course, hire intelligently, but in cases where we know 
little or nothing in regard to their special fitness for teaching, 
we not infr equently secure the services of those whose know- 
ledge of text books is all sufficient, but who lack in a marked 
degrez the ability to manage or govern a school. In endeav- 
oring to secure the services of teachers of long experience and 
established. reputation, we come in competition with towns 
whose school revenue exceeds our own and, as might be ex- 
pected, we rarely succeed in such an attempt. 

Perhaps it would be well in this connection, to call atten- 
tion to the great difficulty experienced by the board in secur- 
ing the services of skilful, capable teachers for our schools. 
The opportunities presented nowadays for getting employment 
as book-keepers and copyists, at far better wages than we are 
able to pay, has resulted in diminishing the number of those 
who would have taken up teaching as a profession, but for 
this fact. As it now is, we are able with the means at our dis- 
posal to give employment to our teachers only 24 weeks out 
of 52, and the highest salary paid any one teacher for the time 
indicated has been $168. It is quite natural that they should 
prefer work where the wages received exceed the sum usually 
paid in our rural schools and the employment continuous

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throughout the entire year. As a_ partial remedy for this 
state of affairs it is recommended that the town increase its ap- 
propriation for schools to such an amount as will enable the 
board to offer better inducements in the way of higher salaries 
and longer terms of school. It isto be regretted that the ten- 
dency of later years is to curtail, rather than increase the ap- 
propriations for schools. for it would seem that we were never 
in a better condition to grant an increased outlay for this pur- 
pose without working hardship to the tax-payers of the town, 
than at the present time Should the town consider this mat- 
ter favorably, it would serve to place us ina position where we 
could command the services of skilled instructors and result in 
speedily bringing our schools up to a standard of excellence 


very much to be desired. 


Text Books. 


The total cost to the town for school books bought during 
the year, not including the charts purchased last spring, has 
been $69.56. Thatthe amount paid for books under the Free 
Text Book law has been seemingly large, is owing to the 
fact, that it was found necessary at the outset to make sweep- 
ing changes in nearly all the branches pursued, in order to get 
rid of the great variety of books that had crept into use under 
the oldlaw. In the purchases made we have endeavored at 
all times to make the expense as light as the actual needs of 
the schools would allow, and in order tuo effecta saving, we 
have, in several cases, bought second hand books. These 
cost inuch less than new copies and being firm in the binding 
answered very well for a time, but as books in the hands of 
children are customarily treated with scant respect and sub- 
jected to the roughest usage, it would perhaps be wiser eco- 
nomy in the end to purchase only new copies. Although the 
law would seem to require it, we have not as yet, supplied pu- 
_ pils with slates, pencils, pens. paper, etc. Last spring we pur- 

chased 7 complete charts, issued by the American Book Co. at 
a cost of $16 each. These charts have a series of maps covering 
the entire field of physical and political geography, and they 
also illustrate in a graphic manner the subject matter of near- 
ly all the studies pursued in our schools. In the hands of in- 
telligent, enterprising teachers they will prove invaluable aids 
in the study of geography, physiology, American history and 
civil government. That thetown may not regard this outlay 
for charts as money needlessly spent, it is well to note that 
our school rooms have been practically without suitable maps 
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for many years. The few we have, excepting the map of our 
own state, are antiquated, worn out affairs, possessing no 
value whatever. fs a 


REPAIRS. 


During the past year the East Candia school buildings have 
been painted andthe underpinning reset, and minor repairs 
made.on several other school houses, so that at the present 
time, they are outwardly, with one exception, in a good state 
of repair. The school rooms have each been provided with 
closed book-cases, in which the text books may be kept dur- 
ing the time they are not in use. The Patten Hill school 
house, which is without doubt one of the oldest in town, is 
fast falling into a condition which will soon unfit it for school 
purposes, ee immediate steps should be taken to either repair 
it, or, «s would seem. the wiser course, build anew. In either 
case a special appropriation will be required. ‘The expense 
of keeping the school buildings outwardly ina good state of 
repair has been so large as to prevent any extensive outlay for 
repairing, or beautifying the school rooms. Asthey have been 
neglected for some time they present an appearance that is 
cheerless and unattractive to the last degree. The plastering 
in many of them is badly discolored and loosened in places. 
and the séats have become shattered and rickety from long 
use. As it is true that children are to a greater or J<ss extent 
influenced by their surroundings, it is to be hoped that we 
may be in a position in the near future, to so repair and make 
pleasant our school rooms that they may not be wholly out of 
harmony with the work designed to be carried on within them. 


WINTER TERM OF SCHOOL. 


A matter of great importance and one that -merits our earn- 
est attention is the question of providing increased facilities for 
the instruction of the more advanced and older pupils found in 
each of our schools. It is believed that if we should devote a 
portion of the school money, not to exceed $125 in amount, to 
the purpose of maintaining a winter term of school, to be cen- 
trally located and incharge of an efficient, capable teacher, 
and open to all scholars in the town who may have reached a 
certain stage in their studies, it would serve to encourage many 
of our young people to prolong their school attendance, while 
it would afford the more ambitious an opportunity to attend 
three terms of school in each year. That sucha school is 
needed is apparent from the fact, that in our district schools, 
the number of older pupils and those well advanced in their

fudies is very small, and lacking the interest and inspiration 
which numbers alone can give, they soon grow restless and | 
discontented, irregular and intermittant in their attendance, 
and, in many cases withdraw from school at an age, and in 
such a condition as regards educational attainments, as leaves 
them sadly unfitted for the active duties of life. Without a 
doubt the school board would have full authority to use a por- 
tion of the money for the purpose above outlined, but in as much 
as the project is in the nature of an innovation, it would per- 
_ haps be more satisfactory to have the measure considered by 
the town at large. . | 

In closing this report it aflords us much pleasure to make 
mention of the widespread and constantly increasing interest 
taken by the parents and citizens generally in all that pertains 
_ to the welfare of our schools; this has been shown by the fre- 
quent visits made andin the tone of the criticism, which at all 
times, has been friendly and helpful. Our schools have felt 
the impulse of the awakened interest thus taken in them, and 
no little of the success which has attended their progress in the 
past year, has been due to this fact. .
